Early in the session Senator 
Goehring, of Pittsburg, introduced a 
bill providing for civil service tests In 
the selection of state officers, -but'it 
was stifled in the committee. Mr. Ed- 
mlston, of Bradford, introduced a bill 
requiring that anthracite coal offered 
for sale in the state be 95 per cent 
pure, and it met the same fate. 


There were a good many other 


measures which would have conserved 
the interests of the people if they had 
been enacted into laws. 
But they 


were all killed before that stage, at 
•which a roll call is in order, was 
reached. 
"Under such conditions the 


•; action of a particular senator upon 
such bills is left to conjecture.

Bills were passed providing for ad- 


ditional law judges In Cambria county, 
Senate Journal, 1905, page 888, and in 
iESrie county.

lature is always open-handed with the 
Judges, but during the session of 1905 
it was liberal with everybody. A bill 
providing for stenographers and as- 
sistant stenographers for courts was 
passed finally on Feb. 23, Sisson and 
Stober voting In the affirmative.

Pet Iniquities of the Machine. 


The Philadelphia "rippers" were p°' 


iniquities of the machine. John Wcav 
er, who had been promoted from the 
office of district attorney to that oi- 
mayor as a reward for permitting Sani 
Salter to be acquitted, was indulging 
in some insincere reform pretences 
and the machine concluded to "clip his 
wings," so to speak. 
The "rippers" 


provided for the election of the heads 
of certain departments by a vote oi 
councils, which under the then exist- 
ing law. were appointed by the mayor 
It might be said that this was "the 
crowning atrocity" of the session 
There were three of these bills, num 
bered respectively 441, 479 and 480 
The two latter were so vicious that 
Pennypacker vetoed them. Both wer<= 
rroted for by Sisson and Stober. how 
ever. Senate Journal. 1905, pages 128f 
and 1284. It was in this veto message 
that Pennypacker eulogized the late 
Mr. Durham as "the most innuentia' 
political leader in Philadelphia." Ve 
toes by the governor, 1905, page!

A merry little joker of the1 sessior 


was the bill increasing the salary of 
the deputy Insurance commissioner. 
Mr. Durham was insurance commis- 
sioner at the time, but he was so busy 
managing the politics and "milking" 
the people of that city that he couldn't 
get to Harrisburg oftener than once in 
two or three months. The warrants 
tor his salary had actually to be sent 
to him by mail. This absenteeism de- 
volved a good deal of additional labor 
on the deputy, and Mr. Durham's ser- 
vile slaves in the legislature naturally 
concluded that his recompense ought 
to be increased in the ratio that his 
burdens were multiplied.

a time of great silence and patient 
listening, the multitude suddenly be- 
came full of frenzy because ot some- 
thing he said. As Paul had spokSh in 
Hebrew the chief captain knew not 
•what he had talked about nor what 
stirred them so. He was about to ex- 
tort from the prisoner by scourging 
the reason of their outcry when Paul 
told him he was a Roman citizen. 


Paul's first utterance drew forth a 


fehuke from the high priest and a 
command to smite him on the mouth. 
Jesus"was-probably •smttten~thTis-(John 
' xvlii,. 2). but he answered meekly.

Brewers May Not Sell Ice 


Harrisburg, Pa., September 29.— 
The Attorney General's department 
has decided against the Pittsburg 
Brewing Company and the Independ- 
ent Brewing Company of Pittsburg in 
the controversy over their right to 
manufacture ice for use outside their 
own establishments. 
Complaint was 
made by the East Liberty Home 
Dressed Meat Company that the 
brewing companies were illegally 
selling ice to the public and supply- 
ing hotels and clubs with ice as a 
present or premium with beer.

part of "the orchard into reliable win- 
ter varieties. 
F6V home use apples 


are appreciated more along toward 
spring and will bring a higher price. 


An important point to consider in 


selecting varieties is quality. This is 
especially important in those grown 
for hom& use. ' When the fruit is to 
be shipped -any considerable distance, 
shipping and keeping qualities are of 
first importance, __ and the eating 'and 
cooking qualities take a secondary 
place. Yield is also important. 


Buy at the Home Nursery. 


In buying fruit' trees" it is best to 


steer clear of agents with plausible 
stories of wonderful quality and yield. 
Some nursery agents are honest and 
conscientious, but so many are not 
that it is difficult to separate the sheep 
from the goats. The best way is to 
make your selection of varieties and 
then get the trees of some reliable nurs- 
eryman in your own locality. If you 
can go to the nursery and buy them of 
the nurseryman himself BO much the 
better. In that case you can select the 
trees yourself and be sure of getting 
good ones. Thrifty one or two year 
old trees, with well fleVeloped root sys- 
tems, stand transplanting better and 
are cheaper than larger ones. 


As soon as the trees are received 


from the nursery they should be "heel- 
ed in." This is done by 'digging a 
trench and covering _ the roots and 
about half of the tops with dirt. Wheu 
the trees have been shipped for some 
distance it sometimes happens -that 
they are frozen when received. 
In 


this case they should be placed in 
some outbuilding, covered with, straw 
and left to 'thaw'out gradually. 
In 


this way little barm will be 'done.

the orchard, the nest step is to select 
the kinds and varieties of fruit to be 
grown. The apple is the most widely 
grown tree fruit in this country. It 
has hardy varieties that can be grown 
well up into the northern sections, 


E 


VERY farm should have at 


least a few fruit trees to pro- 
\ ide fruit for home use. Where 
soil and climate are favorable 


and a good market can be secured 
fruit growing for market is a very 
profitable business. 


The most important point in plan- 


ning an orchard is selecting the loca- 
tion. 
The land should be naturally 


well drained if possible. If not, arti- 
ficial drainage should be resorted to. 
A moderate northeast slope is the most 
desirable. Trees on a north slope do 
not start as quickly m the spring, and 
the danger of having the fruit buds 
nipped by an untimely frost is less- 
ened. 
An orchard on such a slope 


also suffers less from sun scald and 
drought. 


If the hill on which the farm build- 


ings are placed is large enough the 
orchard can be located on the north 
slope and the buildings on the south. 
A windbreak of a double row of ever- 
greens on the west and north will stop 
the snow in wiuter and help to keep 
tile fruit from being blown off in sum- 
mer. To complete this protection the 
windbreak will have to be extended all 
the way around, since in summer many 
of the toeavj winds come from a south- 
erly direction.

while other varieties are adapted to 
southern conditions. The plum is even 
more hardj than the apple, and some 
of the improved varieties give as de- 
licious fruit as could be asked for. 
Cherries are also fairly hardy, and a 
few trees are a valuable addition to 
any orchard. In the milder sections 
peaches and pears can be added to the 
list. 


The question of variety Is one that 


must be answered for Individual con- 
ditions. The old standard varieties are 
the most reliable. Varieties that are 
already doing well in your locality can 
be depended on 
Your state experi- 


make the back furrows where the rows 
are to be and the dead furrows between 
the rows. The dead furrows will thus 
serve as ditches to carry lof£ surplus 
water. It is better to do this plowing 
in the fall if the preceding crop can 
be got off the land In time. In the 
south the planting may be done in the 
fall also, but in sections where the 
ground freezes to any depth it is safer 
to plant in the spring.

trees are liable to root killing during 
the winter. In the drier parts of the 
country; too, the roots do not get suffi- 
cient moisture to supply the trunk and 
branches, and the tree is so badly 
dried out during the winter tliat it 
is killed 


In fonds with a stfff subsoil running 


a subsoil plow down the row before 
planting is practiced -nith good results. 
In extremely bard soils a little dyna- 
mite exploded in the bottom of the 
hole loosens up the bubsoil consid- 
erably. The hole should be dug lar- 
ger than the roots of the tree and 
"fine soil thrown in around the roots. 
The ropts should lie well spread out 
and the tree setothree or four inches 
deeper than it is to be finally. By 
taking hold of the top and churning it 
up and -down after the roots have been 
covered with dirt the soil will be thor- 
oughly -worked In around the roots. 
As the tree is worked up and down" it 
Is gradually raised to the proper height 


Part of the top should be cut off be- 


fore planting. 
The top is dependent 


on the roots for Its moisture supply. 
A considerable part of the root sys- 
tem has been lost In transplanting, and 
the top should be cut back to match. 
In planting one or two-year-old trees, 
known as ''whips," this cutting back 
serves a double purpose by causing 
the tree to throw out branches, just

chief objection to low heading is that 
It 5<* difficult to get near the troo when 
cultivating the orchard.

The dirt should 
be packed very firmly around the 
roots.

POINTS OUT STARTLING DANGER 


City Gangsters Could Manipulate Elec- 


Corrupt Elec- 
tion Officers/ If "the Seventh Amend 
ment Is Adopted. 


Djfefeat of amendment No. 1, of the 


series-, of constitutional amendments 
on -which the people of Pennsylvania 
are to vote this fall, has been called 
for by the Pittsburg Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


It is the fear of the .Chamber of 


Commerce that amendment No. 7 will 


' allow political schemers to gain con- 


trol of city election boards for crooked 
purposes. 
Should 
this 
particular 


amendfnent be adopted, it would open 
the way for the naming of such boards 
in thef city by appointment instead of 
by election. That ch'ange undoubtedly 
would i serve to make election boards 
more corrupt and to multiply ballot 
frauds. 


-In" a public statement the directors 


'of the Chamber of Commerce say: 


__The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Pittsburg would 
respectfully call attention to the fol- 
lowing matter of vital importance to 
the citizens of Pennsylvania, and one 
worthy of the most careful consider- 
ation" and action by the electors-of the 
state: 
By joint resolution of the senate and 
house of general assembly of Pennsyl- 
vania,-passed at the session of 1907, a 
number of amendments were proposed 
"to the ,present ..constitution of this 
state. Among them are the following: 


'.'Amendment 7—To Article VTII. 
Seotion 14. 
"Section 8. Amend-Section 14 '

of Article-VIII, which reads as fol- 
lows:

"District election boards shall con- 
sist of a judge ^and two inspectors,

This proposed amendment will be. 
submitted to the voters at the election 
- this fall for approval or rejection. If 
approved, it becomes a part of the 
state constitution, and must be ob- 
served as such, unless eliminated by 
a future constitutional amendment. In- 
asmuch as 'he constitution cannot bfe 
amended more than on.ce, in^five years, 
this proposed amendment would have 
considerable time to operate before It 
could be replaced or superseded by an- 
other. 
The amendment is surrounded by a 
multitude of other proposed amend- 
ments';" which divert the mind from its 
purport, and it is only by close read- 
ing that its meaning and mischief b'e- 
come clear. - 
Only .forty-eight 
words seek 
to 
change the practice respecting selec- 
tion of .election boards for almost a 
century, and to destroy the first foun- 
dation of the people's political free- 
dom. These words are so obscure and 
the amendment so sandwiched between 
others, of more or less harmlessness. 
and 'placed with such cunning in the 
proposed amendment itself, that only 
a close jreaoing reveals the true pur 
port of the change. 


The" proposed amendment first pur 
ports .to^leave 'the constitution just a 
It is respecting the selection of elec 
tion boards. It-begins by, repeating a! 
most the £xact words of the same s"H. 
tion df ,the present constitution, vi:.. 
"District election boards shall consist 
of a judge >and two inspectors, wh~ 
shall be^ chosen biennially (iastead o£ 
annually) by the citizens at the mu- 
nicipal election/' ,A hasty 
reader 
would overlook the meaning of whai 
follows, -for ,the last part of the pro- 
posed amendment is similar to the par- 
agraph ^bn the same subject of th<^ 
present constitution. It Is as follows 
"But the,general assembly may require 
said board to be appointed in such 
manner Jas it may by law provid" 
Laws regulating the appointment r* 
said boards may be enacted to appt" 
to cities only, provided, etc." 
It leaves the Dittos in a worse con 
dition than the country districts, for 
by Its provisions the country districts 
raay be left In full enjoyment of their 
ancient privileges, while the cities-may 
be deprived of them; or both city and 
country may be legislated Into the 
merciless hands of the political party
